NOTE. — The  following  Water  Colors  by  prominent  Ameri- 
can Artists  formed  part  of  a  Collection  of  185  examples  which 
was  originally  made  by  Mr.  Gustav  H.  Buck,  of  New  York. 

The  pictures  were  chosen  not  alone  because  of  the  importance 
of  the  artists  represented,  but  in  order  to  preserve  a  line  of  Ameri- 
can Water  Colors  from  the  early  period  of  the  Hudson  River 
School  down  to  the  present  day.
